Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks in the After Final 

Amendment filed on 2-15-08, it appears that the allowance of claims 1, 2, 5, and 6 are 

appropriate. 

The prior art of Bunshi, used in the outstanding office action, discloses selecting a ring 
sound from plural music on a telephone set and playing a ring sound from the plural music as an 
incoming call ring sound if today is an occasion date rather than a user of a mobile phone 
selectively entering an occasion date, images, and ring sounds from downloaded information or 
from said mobile phone; displaying a first image from said images and playing a first ring sound 
from said sounds as an incoming call ring sounds, if today is not the occasion date; and 
displaying a second image from said images, if today is the occasion date. Therefore Bunshi 
does not meet the requirements of the claimed invention. 

The prior art of Hsu, used in the outstanding office action, discloses displaying an image 
associated with a caller ID for an incoming call rather than selectively entering an occasion date 
and images from downloaded information or from a mobile phone; and alerting a user of the 
mobile phone of an occasion date by displaying an image from said images. Therefore Hsu does 
not meet the requirements of the claimed invention. 

Further, it would be contrary to the teaching in Bunshi in view of Hsu to modify to 
provide selectively entering an occasion date, images, and ring sounds from downloaded 
information or from a mobile phone; and responsive to a user accepting a call on the mobile 
phone, displaying an image and playing a ring sound depending on an occasion date since

Bunshi in view of Hsu provide a telephone that plays a ring sound if today is an occasion date 
and displays an image associated with an incoming call.
